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SCOUT DIES 
IN HORROR 
AVALANCHE 


A TEENAGE Scout from 
Borough Green has been 
killed in an avalanche in the 
Scottish Highlands. 

Stephen Young - who was taking 
part in an annual Scout trip when 
tragedy struck on Monday - was air¬ 
lifted to hospital in Fort William from 
Creag Meagaidh in Inverness-shire 
but was pronounced dead on arrival. 

It is not known what triggered the 
avalanche on the 3,701ft high cliff cir¬ 
cuit, but police have confirmed they 
are investigating. 

The 18-year-old, who is believed to 
be a former sixth form student at

Maidstone Girls’ Grammar, was on 
the trip with his parents, Andrew, 46, 
who is in the RAF, and Judy, 43, also a 
Scout leader. 

The youngster’s grandfather James 
Young, 70, told Sky News: “It's a com¬ 
plete and utter disaster. It’s an awful 
blow, he was only 18.1 can't believe it’s 
happened, it’s absolutely horrendous. 

“He was a very active lad with the 
Scouts, very outgoing. 

“These things happen, I’m afraid. At 
least he died doing something he 
loved.” 


Mr Young, an Explorer Scout, was 
walking along a ridge with seven 
other adults when the accident hap¬ 
pened. It is not thought anyone else 
was injured. 

It has been reported that members 
of the Kinder Mountain Rescue Team, 
based in the English Peak District, 
were on holiday in the Highlands and 
raised the alarm. 

An RAF helicopter and Lochaber 
and Kinloss Mountain Rescue teams 
were involved in the search and res¬ 
cue operation.

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Consultation 
row over NHS 
parking plans

VIEWS of hospital patients 
and visitors may have been 
bypassed in a national con¬ 
sultation into whether NHS 
car parking charges should 
be scrapped, a council com¬ 
mittee claims. 

Maidstone’s external overview and 
scrutiny board has hit out at the 
Department of Health for failing to 
give residents a fair chance to com¬ 
ment on the report before yesterday’s 
cut-off date. 

The criticism comes after a break¬ 
down in communication between the 
DoH and local authorities. 

The consultation was published on 
December 29 last year, but the council 
was only made aware of its existence 
16 days before the deadline. 

The committee’s chairman, Cllr Eric 
Hotson said: “The consultation was 
not forwarded to the local authorities 
in the NHS south east coast area until 
Februaiy 1 - this is not long enough 
for councillors to gather views of their 
residents and formulate a response.” 

The report focuses on the effects hos¬ 
pital parking charges have on 
patients’ experiences and whether 
improvements could be made to help 
patients recover without the added 
financial pressure. 

In the introduction to the consulta¬ 
tion, Secretary of State for Health 
Andy Burnham said he believes the 
NHS can do better to manage parking 
and the current “costly” parking serv¬ 
ices which cause “considerable stress 
and hardship to families” already 
going through an anxious time. 

The papers state all parking charges 
at NHS sites could not be scrapped 
immediately as it is not feasible and 
could lose the health sector up to £200 
million a year. However, Mr Burnham

wanted to see it “phased out” during 
the next three years and wanted to 
use the consultation to find solutions. 

The Secretary of State said he want¬ 
ed to hear a range of views on the 
issue, but the external overview and 
scrutiny panel argued that, despite 
this being an issue of great concern to 
communities, the target audience out¬ 
lined in the document did not include 
local authorities or the public. 

Other concerns included the short¬ 
ened consultation period of eight 
weeks, a reduction from the minimum 
12 set out in the Government Code of 
Practice. 

In retaliation to the reduced dead¬ 
line, the committee has requested a 
time extension to consider the docu¬ 
ments and give residents more time to 
send in their views. 

The board will discuss the consulta¬ 
tion at its meeting on March 9, after 
which a response will submitted.

Restoring voters' 
trust is key aim

CANDIDATES hoping to become 
Maidstone’s next MP have pledged 
to run clean campaigns in the 
upcoming general election. 

Three of the town’s parliamentary candi¬ 
dates, who hope to replace veteran Tory MP 
Ann Widdecombe, have promised not to use 
dirty tactics as they compete to win votes. 

Conservative hopeful Helen Grant said: “I 
strongly believe candidates should make 
pledges about their behaviour prior to the elec¬ 
tion and agree to run clean campaigns. 

“Dirty tactics only alienate the electorate and 
we must strive to re-engage our voters and con¬ 
centrate on electing a government that will put 
our country back on its feet.” 

Liberal Democrat candidate Peter Carroll 
and Green Party representative Stuart Jeffery 
have also agreed to run clean campaigns. 

The truce follows calls from Mr Carroll, who 
recently sold his Larkfield-based haulage firm, 
for his rivals to follow his pledge not to abuse 
the MPs expenses system if elected. 

His announcement comes just weeks after 


four MPs were prosecuted for dishonestly 
claiming expenses and Mr Carroll promised not 
to claim for a second home or to have another 
job, if elected. 

Mr Carroll said: “The public are absolutely 
disgusted by the conduct of many MPs. They 
rightly believe their outrageous behaviour with 
expenses has ruined any faith that was left in 
politics. At this election, the calibre of the per¬ 
son will be more important than ever. I believe 
people have had enough of professional politi¬ 
cians.” 

Mr Jeffery backed the pledges, but also added 
a few of his own. He said he would like to see 
the next Maidstone and Weald MP be fully 


open about any expenses claimed, spend their 
time working with constituents and campaign 
for true proportional representation in parlia¬ 
ment, including an elected House of Lords. 

Mrs Grant acknowledged Mr Carroll’s pro¬ 
posals, but has her own views on how an elect¬ 
ed MP should behave in Prliament. 

She said: “I will work hard to restore public 
trust and confidence in MPs through integrity 
and transparency and by following the rules. 

“My pledges for Maidstone and the Weald are 
about the things that matter to the people of 
this constituency.” 

Labour’s parliamentary candidate, Rav 
Seeruthun, could not be contacted for comment.

The spokesman added: “Stephen 
was part of an experienced, all¬ 
adult group who were in 
Cairngorms as part of their annual 
trip to the region to expand their 
winter hill-walking skills. 

“Our thoughts and prayers are 
with Stephen’s family and friends 
at this very sad time.” 

The teenager, who had been a 
member of the Scouting movement 
since he was six years old, made 
headlines in 2007 when he raised 
nearly £2,500 for Demelza chil¬ 
dren’s charity, based near 
Sittingboume, by camping out in 
his garden for the whole year. 

His grandfather said Mr Young 
was studying electronics and hoped 
for a career in film production. 

According to national newspa¬ 
pers, the SportScotland Avalanche 
Information Service had warned 
earlier on Monday that the ava¬ 
lanche risk in the area was “consid¬ 
erable”. 

A report on the incident will be 
sent to the procurator fiscal at Fort 
William. 


Sickening images on 
pervert's computer 

A PAEDOPHILE who downloaded 
more than 18,000 indecent images 
and movies of children has been 
jailed for 20 months. 

Ronald Fuller, formerly of 
Wrotham Heath, was handed the 
sentence at Maidstone Crown Court. 

Judge Philip Statman said the 
images found on Fuller’s computer 
were some of the worst he has ever 
seen. 

Of the 18,378 images and films, 

2,866 were categorised either level 
four of five, level five being the most 
serious depicting sadism or bestiality 
with children. 

Judge Statman said: “Each of these 
images has a victim. These are young 
girls, early teens depicted in the most 
appalling states of humiliation 
inflicted on them by adults.” 

Fuller was caught after Kent Police 
executed a warrant at his home in 
September, last year. 

He was charged the same day with 
seven offences of possessing indecent 
images of children and 20 offences of 
making indecent images of children. 

He pleaded guilty to all but one 
offence in December. 

Senior investigating officer Det 
Con Jo Gordon said: “'Fuller had an 
extensive collection of indecent

images, including many stills and 
movies of children being sadistically 
abused. 

“People engaged in such offences 
must realise that they are contribut¬ 
ing towards the continuing horrific 
abuse of children. 

‘We are determined to do every¬ 
thing we can to track down and bring 
to justice these offenders.” 

Fuller, who has already served part 
of his sentence while on remand, will 
be placed on the sex offenders regis¬ 
ter for ten years.

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'Selflessness' 
of dad of two 
killed by blast

TOUCHING tributes have been 
paid to a “courageous” father-of- 
two killed by an explosion in 
Afghanistan. 

Warrant Officer Class 2 Dave Markland, 36, 
of Euxton in Lancashire, was a member of 
36 Engineer Regiment based at Invicta Park 
Barracks in Maidstone. 

He was killed as he led a team clearing 
routes of improvised explosive devices (IEDs) 
in the Nad-e-Ali district in central Helmand 
Province on Monday, Februaiy 8. 

W02 Markland leaves behind his wife 
Corallee and their two sons Keelen, ten, and 
Logan, seven. 

A statement from his family read: “Dave 
was a wonderful husband, father, son and 
brother. His family and friends all loved and 
adored him. 

“Keelen and Logan will always remember 
how funny and playful their dad was. 

Leadership 

‘We are veiy proud of Dave’s achievements 
in his Army career. His soldiers, friends and 
officers all respected his selflessness and 
admired his style of leadership. He would 
have made the best squadron sergeant major 
in the world. 

“He will be sadly missed and leaves behind 
a family who he loved and who loves him veiy 
very much. We are all proud of our hero.” 

The Ministry of Defence said W02 
Markland was killed by an IED (improvised 
explosive device) while on a task in support of 
Battle Group (Central South). 

It was his eighth operational tour of duty 
over a 20-year Army career, having completed 
five in Bosnia, one in Iraq and another in 
Afghanistan. 

Defence Secretary Bob Ainsworth said: “I 
was deeply saddened to hear about W02 
Markland’s death.

“He was an experienced and extremely 
courageous soldier. My thoughts are with his 
family at this difficult time.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Gareth Bex, Royal 
Logistic Corps, Commanding Officer, Counter- 
IED Task Force, described his fallen comrade 
as a “bear of a man” who was “big and bold, 
but caring and compassionate”. 

Lt Col Bex said: Warrant Officer Class 2 
Markland was adored by his team; they would 
have followed him to the ends of the earth, 
such was the respect and trust he inspired. 

“A most courageous soldier, he epitomised 
the character and bravery so typical of the 
Counter-IED Team. I feel truly honoured to 
have known this fine man, and am devastat¬ 
ed to have lost him. My heart goes out to his 
wife Corallene and his two sons - they can be 
extremely proud of his achievements.” 

M02 Markland’s death is a grim landmark 
for the war in Afghanistan. More fighters have 
now been killed there than during the 1982 
Falklands conflict. 
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Stop checks lead to fines 

LAW-BREAKING motorists have been fined 
hundreds of pounds and handed fixed penal¬ 
ties during a police stop check. 

The two-day operation by the Rural 
Neighbourhood Team was launched following 
reports of flytipping and lorries ignoring 
weight and width restrictions on village roads. 

The officers worked with Maidstone council’s 
environment enforcement team and immigra¬ 
tion to cany out the checks on Februaiy 8 and 9. 

As a result, 24 lorry drivers were issued 
with penalty tickets for either driving 
through B2163 in Leeds Village while carry¬ 
ing more than the road’s 17 Tonne limit, or 
for ignoring the 6’6’ width restriction on 
bridge crossings at Teston and East Farleigh. 

Four motorists were also given tickets for 
not wearing seatbeats or using a mobile 
phone and one driver was prevented from 
continuing his journey due to a badly crack 
windscreen. 

Another five drivers were fined £300 for 
carrying waste as part of their business with¬ 
out a valid licence. 


Shop cashes in for charity 

A BRANCH of a budget retailer has smashed 
its entire company’s fund-raising target for a 
cancer support charity by more than £100,000. 

Poundland bosses set their staff a goal to 
raise at least £150,000 for Macmillan Cancer 
Support by April this year, but employees and 
customers at the Maidstone store went a bit 
further and collected a staggering £2,528.62. 

The shop, in the Mall Chequers, raised the 
cash by hosting various events such as in¬ 
store dress up days, sponsored head shaves 
and its staff even took part in the Great 
South Run earlier this year. 

Art snatched during move 

A PENSIONER is hoping to be reunited with 
four pieces valuable art works which were 
stolen while he moved home. 

The limited edition prints by artist David 
McCall Johnson were propped inside the 
front door of the 69-year-old’s new house in 
Lynley Close, off Sutton Road, and were 
taken while he was moving in at 3.15pm on 
Friday, February 5. 

It is believed an opportunistic thief may 
have snatched them.

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What is the History of the IGA? 


We were created in 1974 in London by a 
consultant surgeon Ronald Pitts Crick. He

How did you get involved? 


Both my parents were involved with the 
charity. They asked me to come in one day 
and put up some shelves and I never left. 


Q 


What is Glaucoma how does it affect people's sight? 


Glaucoma is a term that can cover many 
conditions that can reduce people’s eye¬ 
sight. Our primary function is to advise peo¬ 
ple who are diagnosed with Glaucoma, reas¬ 
sure them and provide them with all the infor¬ 
mation they need to help them through it. 

Our other main task is to raise awareness gen¬ 
erally. We estimate there are half a million peo¬ 
ple in the UK with the condition and half of 
them have not been diagnosed. Most people are 
referred to an opthalmologist after they’ve seen 
an optician. Glaucoma reduces sight from the 
peripheiy until it becomes tunnel vision. It’s 


such a slow insidious disease people don’t realise 
there is anything wrong until there’s been 40 
per cent damage to the optic nerve. Once you’ve 
lost that you can’t turn the clock back. 

Q What should people do if they are worried about their 
eyesight? 

A The first port of call will be the optician. If 
you are over 40 they should do four tests to 
check the range of your sight and measure the 
pressure in the eye. If that is too high they will 
refer you to your GP who will send you to a spe¬ 
cialist. If there’s any history of Glaucoma in your 
family you must tell the optician. If this is the 
case you get the eye test free. The hereditary ele¬ 
ment is a big factor. 


Q 


Is it well known enough? 


A More people are talking about it. Lorraine 
Tighe who was on The Apprentice has talked 
about her experiences and Emma Thompson 
and her mother have also talked about how it 
has affected their family. People associate the 
condition with age but the real message we 
want to get across is once you notice something 
might be wrong that can be too late. People need 
to start thinking about it in their 30s. 


Q 


How does the International Aspect of the charity work? 

Our website has been translated into sever¬ 
al languages and we get enquiries from other 


countries who want to learn more about our 
experience and expertise. We helped Australia 
set up an organisation and we have also helped 
groups in France. We recently had a young man 
who was training to be an opthalmologist from 
Nepal. He wanted to look at all the literature we 
have so he could translate it in his country. 
We’ve also funded £2.5 million of research into 
the condition in the last 10 years. 

Q Should people be worried if there is a history of it in 
their family? 

A When people are first diagnosed it can be a 
shock and they worry what it means for their 
future. This is where we can really help to reas¬ 
sure them that it can be treated. If people have 
a history of it in their family they may be wor¬ 
ried about getting their eyes tested but it really 
is best they know so further reduction in the 
eyesight can be slowed. We had one patient diag¬ 
nosed in his 30s and is still driving in his 70s. 


Q 


How can people help? 


A We receive no government funding so we 
are always looking for people to come up 
with any fundraising ideas. People can also 
distribute leaflets in their area or at work, or 
set up a support group. We run national 
Glaucoma week in June. If you want to know 
more about Glaucoma or are worried about 
your sight call Sightline on 01233 648170 or 
visit www.glaucoma-association.com.

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Gurkha veterans trapped by poverty 
despite settlement rights victory 


THE victory in the campaign for Gurkha set¬ 
tlement rights has been dealt a bitter blow as 
retired soldiers in Nepal take desperate 
measures to pay their visa fees. 

Some have turned to borrowing from illegal 
money lenders, while others have sold off pre¬ 
cious Nepalese land to meet the £400 costs 
needed to settle in the UK. 

Then Home Secretary Jacqui Smith 
announced in the House of Commons last 
May that all Gurkha soldiers with at least 
four years’ service in the British Army will be 
allowed to live in this country. 

But these former soldiers have come up 
against fees that in Nepal - one of the poorest 
countries in the world - are extortionate. 

The average wage in Nepal is less than 
£150 a year, or about 35p a day. 

Actress Joanna Lumley, whose father was a 
Gurkha officer, led the crusade for Gurkha 
rights alongside Shepway’s Cllr Peter Carroll. 

The Absolutely Fabulous star has now writ¬ 
ten to Home Secretary Alan Johnson asking 


for him to waive the visa costs for the 178 
retired Gurkhas. Mr Carroll, who founded the 
Gurkha Justice Campaign in 2004, said he 
hopes the Government will deal with the sit¬ 
uation sensibly. 

“Common sense should prevail and these 
visa fees should be waived,” he said. “The 
costs for visas are per person, so for a family, 
where they have to pay for each member, it is 
extremely difficult. It’s shocking that some 
are going to loan sharks and selling land.” 

Mr Carroll said the problem has not taken 
away the victory of the Gurkha campaign and 
he hoped the situation will be dealt with 
quickly by the Government. 

Folkestone town councillor Dhan Gurung, 
who was the first Gurkha to take office in 
Britain, said ministers should have looked at 
how to deal with visas when the settlement 
rights were agreed. 

“These new rights have not been imple¬ 
mented properly,” he said. “Veterans who 
fought for this country returned to Nepal a 


long time ago and don’t have good pensions or 
earnings. Many of them are living in the hills 
and for some it takes days to collect their pen¬ 
sion. These Gurkhas are even selling their 
property to pay for their visas.” 

He added that widows of former soldiers 
who are living in Kent have still not received 
official paperwork, meaning they have no 
rights to pensions. 

“Asylum seekers come here with nothing 
and the Government supports them, but the 
Gurkhas have to look after themselves,” he 
said. “We would be grateful if the Home 
Secretary waived the fees. These Gurkhas 
fought for this country and they deserve that. 

“Gurkhas are living here but at a different 
standard to other people in the UK.” 

Shorncliffe Barracks in Folkestone is home 
to the 2nd Bn The Royal Gurkha Rifles, who 
are serving in Afghanistan, while nearly half 
the soldiers from the Maidstone-based 36 
Engineers Regiment are Queen’s Gurkha 
Engineers.

County pulls plug on Kent TV

TAXPAYERS have not seen the 
last of council-run internet televi¬ 
sion despite County Hall’s decision 
to axe its controversial Kent TV 
service. 

Kent County Council has announced that 
the contract for the station - which was fund¬ 
ed by £1.8 million of public money - will not be 
extended beyond March. 

Launched in 2007 and run by Bob Geldof s 
Ten Alps production company, the website 
only attracted about 2,500 visitors per day and 
came under attack from the opposition and 
taxpayers who said it was a waste of money. 

However, cabinet member for performance 
management Cllr Roger Gough said the coun¬ 
cil had not given up on digital media entirely. 

He said: “I think we will look at how in other 
ways this technology can best be used. We 
want to talk to, and with, residents and inter¬ 
net video will be a part of that. 

‘We’ve spent a lot of money redesigning our 
website and are looking at ways we could use 
the best aspects of Kent TV on other plat¬ 
forms. There’s no doubt we’ll be making use of

parts of it. We’re working through how we 
could do that, but this whole business is going 
to be dynamic over the next few years so it’s 
important that we do.” 

Kent TV was intended to be self-funding 
through advertising by the end of its two-year 
pilot, but the station only made £10,000 from 
that source in its first seven months. 

KCC originally budgeted £1.4 million for the 
trial and in 2008 set aside a further £350,000 
to cover any extension, which was granted last 
September. 


KCC put a new contract out to tender late 
last year but it is thought none of the firms 
who applied to take over management of the 
site could have done so without funding. 

Cllr Gough said: “It was a tough decision but 
we have to set our priorities straight and the 
economic situation was a lot different in 2007. 

“Kent TV did receive criticism but the criti¬ 
cal thing here was finance and the environ¬ 
ment we face. There were worthwhile pro¬ 
grammes that we are proud of, but we had to 
consider where this stood in our priorities. 

“Kent TV employed 11 people and it’s not 
good for them, but we appreciate the work put 
in and this decision is no reflection on them.” 

Soap opera 

Despite almost constant criticism of the 
internet station, KCC said it was contributing 
to future savings by delivering information 
direct to the public. Local businesses gained 
free publicity from the site, which also provid¬ 
ed careers advice and information for tourists. 

And an online soap opera promoting sexual 
health and personal safety for young adults 
attracted an average audience of just under 
10,000 viewers per episode late last year. 

However, Kent Labour leader Cllr Leslie 
Christie said the ruling Tory executive should 
apologise for wasting resources. 


He said: “Kent TVs continuance would have 
been a political embarrassment to them. This 
administration has been whingeing for years 
that it doesn’t get enough money from the 
Government, but wasted £1.8 million on this. 

“It is not good enough to say, We are living in 
difficult economic times’. They owe an apology 
for wasting resources.” 

Lib Dem leader Cllr Trudy Dean claimed the 
Tories set up Kent TV to get around the nor¬ 
mal ban on councils owning TV channels. 

She added: ‘We have used every opportunity 
to expose the Conservatives’ use of taxpayers’ 
money to buy their own TV channel, and their 
attempts to exaggerate its performance. 

“Much of the content was boring so the view¬ 
ing figures were disappointing and the chan¬ 
nel attracted no sponsorship. This decision is 
almost £2m too late.” 

Late last year KCC announced it was facing 
a £200 million funding shortfall over the next 
three years and that 600-700 County Hall jobs 
would be axed. 

Tory leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “Kent TV 
was a brave and bold innovation and we 
learned a great deal from it. However, we are 
living in different economic times. Our spend¬ 
ing has to be prioritised. We have therefore 
decided that Kent TV will not continue when 
the pilot ends in March.”

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Offenders taught the 
value of saying 'sorry'

A SCHEME allowing first-time 
offenders to avoid punishment by 
apologising for their actions is to be 
rolled out across Kent. 

The restorative justice programme has been 
piloted in towns and villages since 
last year and has proved so success¬ 
ful that police want every neigh¬ 
bourhood in the county to benefit. 

It gives wrongdoers the opportu¬ 
nity to talk to their victims about 
the impact of their offences, and 
possibly avoid receiving criminal 
records by offering apologies 
instead. Det Insp Steve Woollett 
said he hoped the scheme would 
result in reduced crime rates in the 
long term, as those who have to face 
up to their actions are unlikely to 
offend again. 

He added: “Evidence shows it is a 
very powerful tool. We want to use it as an 
alternative to criminalising people for low- 
level crimes. 

“This gives officers the opportunity to use 
their discretion to sort issues out rather than 
arresting people unnecessarily. 

“Evidence also shows people want apologies, 
they want reassurances it won’t happen again 
and they want to see the individual make 
good. When cases are dealt with in this way, 
often the culprit will not re-offend. It also gives 


closure to the victims, as they get to ask ques¬ 
tions as to why.” 

The restorative justice programme was tri¬ 
alled last year in the Cheriton, Morehall, 
Hawkinge and Lydd areas of south Kent, as 
well as the Maidstone East, Staplehurst and 
Shepway wards of mid-Kent. 

It was also recently launched in Tunbridge 
Wells, and was used to deal with a group of 
hoodies who regularly congregated 
outside a shop. 

An elderly man complained to 
police that he was too afraid to enter 
the store when the youngsters were 
present, so officers set up a meeting 
between the two sides. 

Det Insp Woollett said the hoodies 
told the man they did not mean to 
cause alarm by their appearance, 
and now say hello whenever they 
see him. 

He added: “This is a commonsense 
way of dealing with problems in the 
community, bringing people togeth¬ 
er and resolving issues.” 

Restorative justice can be used for incidents 
ranging from minor antisocial behaviour such 
graffiti, up to more serious crimes including 
assault and robbery. 

It does not always prevent offenders from 
being formally warned or reprimanded within 
the justice system, and can also be used after 
conviction for more serious crimes. 

Officers across the force are now being 
trained in restorative justice, learning how it 
works and when it can be used. 




Cutting out the form-filling 


BOBBIES on the beat have been kitted out 
with new hi-tech devices allowing them to 
log local concerns at the touch of a button. 

Constables and community support offi¬ 
cers can use the BlackBerry-style technolo¬ 
gy to record information when talking to 
residents. 

It allows them to build up a database of 
the age, gender, ethnicity and sexual orien¬ 
tation of complainants, as well as the prob¬ 
lems common for a particular area. 

Insp Evan Jones, of the Sittingboume 
neighbourhood team, said: “This technology 
allows officers to find out exactly what peo¬ 
ple’s concerns are and how we can help 
them. 

“There are no forms to fill in back at the 


station. The data can be fed into our com¬ 
puter system within minutes, so officers 
can remain out on the beat.” 

The technology was launched in mid- 
Kent in December and six neighbourhood 
teams covering Faversham, Sittingboume, 
the Isle of Sheppey and Maidstone have 
access to it. 

More than 2,300 people have helped offi¬ 
cers identify problems with issues such as 
littering, dog mess, speeding and graffiti. 

Residents can also take part in local 
Partners and Community Together meet¬ 
ings, Have Your Say days or by contacting 
their neighbourhood officer.

Academy option 
for Astor of Hever 


A COMPREHENSIVE secondary school 
could be closed by the end of the year 
and replaced with a new academy. 

The proposed changes for Astor of 
Hever Community School are led by 
Kent County Council in partnership 
with Woodard Schools. 

If approved, the plans would include a 
new academy at the site in Oakwood 
Road, which will specialise in humani¬ 
ties and offer an extended timetable of 
breakfast clubs, after-school facilities 
and evening and weekend services for 
the community. 

All pupils currently at Astor of Hever 
will be transferred to the new academy, 
which will have spaces for 950 students. 

The academy would initially open in 
the existing buildings in January 2011 
then move to purpose-built accommoda¬ 
tion in 2014. 

Existing staff, pupils and parents 
attended a consultation day at the school 
for the proposed Woodard Academy on 
Thursday, February 4. 

Representatives from the applicant 
explained it wants to inspire students to 
have a 'can do’ attitude, to engage in the 
community, excel at individual goals and 
take advantage of partnerships with 
organisations and businesses. 

The proposal is expected to be finalised 
by March. 

Woodard Schools was founded in 1947 
by Nathaniel Woodard, a former priest of 
the Church of England, and is now the 
largest independent schools group from 
the church in the UK. 

Other Woodard Schools sites in Kent 
include those in Gravesend, Orpington, 
Belvedere and Rochester.

Continuing work to improve 
gay rights around the world 


FEBRUARY 2010 sees the latest 
LGBT History Month and this year 
- on the plus side - Kent Police, 
whom I’ve liaised with for ten years 
or so, have just achieved ninth place 
on the recent Stonewall (gay rights 
group) best employers list. 

Further, Kent County Council has organised 
a ‘Same-Sex holding hands photo exhibition at 
County Hall by involving locals and 
youngsters in particular to take part. They 
also surveyed on a range of minority group 
issues asking how best they can assist each 
group. Many Libraries continue to have LGBT 
books and DVD’s available and I urge people, 
gay or straight, to take them out. All this helps 
to move things on even further from the bad 
old days of local Section 28 policies etc. 

Kent Fire and Rescue have also been active, 
both at gay Pride events and advertising their 


services, as well as for staff in gay magazines. 

Pride in Canterbury continues to campaign 
and later this year Thanet gay Pride is set for 
July 17 in Margate and they will no doubt be 
advertising this soon. 

On the downside, there’s been a four-fold 
increase in attacks on minority groups including 
gays in the UK, attributed to the recession. This 
though is no excuse. The recent conviction of a 
man in Bromley for a murderous attack on a gay 
couple shows both the risks we gay people still 
face as well as the action that can be taken. The 
murderer received a 32-year sentence! 

I therefore urge all LGBT people to continue to 
report any attacks/abuse, even verbal ones, on 
the countywide freephone link 0800 328 9162. 

Even minor ones, as it gives the authorities an 
idea of where trouble spots are. In solidarity, any 
racist attacks, whether on straights or gays, 
should be reported via freephone 0800 138 1624. 

Worldwide sees varied reports. China 
instituted gay cafes and nearly allowed a gay 
pageant, but this was stopped by police over 


‘supposed’ procedural matters. Seems operating 
even slightly outside state sponsorship there 
can be tricky. In Mumbai, India, things appear 
to be slowly improving but in Africa it’s far 
worse for LGBT persons especially in Uganda, 
Malawi and Nigeria, though Rwanda and 
South Africa may be brighter spots. 

Campaigner Peter Tatchell and people around 
the world, including many politicians, have been 
campaigning against the hatred that’s inspired 
by both old colonial-laws and religion. 

On religion, we’ve seen the departure of two 
homophobic CofE Bishops in Kent, Nazir Ali at 
Rochester and to an extent, S Venner at Dover, 
but the Pope is due in the UK in September and 
will address both houses of Parliament. It’s 
likely many groups will be wanting a word 
about his, and the Church’s, ongoing opposition 
to progress on many social and sexuality issues.

Brush up on your 
child's oral health 

The UK’s leading oral health charity 
has urged the Government to focus 
on the prevention of dental decay in 
under 5s following a new report into 
children’s health. 

The British Dental Health 
Foundation is calling for more 
awareness after a report by the 
Audit Commission highlighted the 
increasing gap in health care 
between children in deprived 
communities compared to the 
rest of the population. 

The independent watchdog figures 
show around 150,000 more children 
have decayed, missing and filled 
teeth in spearhead areas compared 
with the rest of the country - this 
has increased dramatically over the 
last ten years. 

It was determined that children 
living in disadvantaged areas are 
54 per cent more likely to live in 
workless households and face poorer 


health conditions than under fives 
in less deprived areas. Out of these 
children one in five have been 
judged to have poor dental health. 

Evidence shows establishing good 
oral health during a child’s early 
years may play a vital role in 
regards to better health in later 
life, with diminished levels of heart 
disease, strokes and diabetes. 

The report also demonstrated that 
children from minority groups have 
poorer health levels, with parents 
less likely to take advantage of 
mainstream health services. 

Dental disease is the most 
common preventable childhood 
disease. Parents are responsible for 
helping their children to develop a 
good oral health routine and ensure 
regular visits to the dentist. 

The main cause of tooth decay is 
not the amount of sugar or acid in 
the diet, but how often it is eaten or 
drunk - the more often a child has 
sugary or acidic foods or drinks, the 
more likely they are to have decay. 

It is important to keep sugary and 
acidic foods to mealtimes only. If you 
want to give your child a snack, try 
to stick to cheese, vegetables and 
fruit, but not dried fruit.

Del Toro has a few hairy 
moments in newest role

SOME of cinema’s most iconic 
creatures including Count 
Dracula, Frankenstein’s monster 
and The Mummy hark back to the 
golden age of Universal Studios in 
the 1930s and 1940s, when Boris 
Karloff, Bela Lugosi and Claude 
Rains stalked the big screen with 
malicious intent. 

The furry fiend known as The Wolf Man first 
howled at the silvery moon in 1941, with a suit¬ 
ably hirsute Lon Chaney Jr in the lead role. 

Almost 70 years later, the eponymous beast 
runs free again across the blood-spattered 
English countryside in director Joe Johnston’s 
affectionate remake. 

Gleefully gory and tongue-in-cheek camp, 
The Wolfman is a diverting yam, so long as 
you accept the film in the spirit it is intended; 
as a B-movie with expensive make-up and 
visual effects. 

The film opens by establishing the existence of 
the voracious creature in the woods surrounding 
the late 19th century hamlet of Blackmoor. 

At the behest of his brother’s fiancee, Gwen 
Conliffe (Emily Blunt), stage actor Lawrence 
Talbot (Benicio Del Toro) returns to the sleepy 
community to help search for his sibling Ben, 
who has vanished without trace. 

After a fractious reunion with his estranged 
father (Sir Anthony Hopkins) and manservant 
Singh, Lawrence discovers that Ben is dead, 
eviscerated by a creature of the night. 

Scotland Yard Inspector Aberline arrives in 
Blackmoor to investigate the bmtal slaying, 
and witnesses the devastation of the beast

Lawrence grows ever closer to Gwen and 
as the next full moon looks down upon the vil¬ 
lage, something ungodly stirs in the Talbot 
mansion, hungry for human flesh... 

With graphic scenes of mutilation, decapita¬ 
tion and dismemberment, The Wolfman cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t stint on the fake blood as the tit¬ 


ular predator slashes through an entire sup¬ 
porting cast, and a few of the lead actors too. 

Director Johnston orchestrates some tense 
set pieces, with the requisite edge-of-seat jolts 
and scares. The lighting design is especially 
effective, concealing characters and their sins 
in the shadows, lit by the occasional flash from 
a gun barrel. 

Lawrence and Gwen’s romance is too hur¬ 
ried to be credible, undermining the tearful 
finale. 

Antony Sher out-camps the lot of them with 
a ridiculous accent as Dr Hoenneger, the 
London-based medic who foolishly believes 
Lawrence’s lycanthropy is all in his tortured 
mind.

WITH dry desert heat and healthy 
coral just hours away in Egypt, 
there’s no reason not to learn to 
dive. 

All scuba-diving novices receive the same 
instruction: never go anywhere without your 
buddy. That relationship, my instructor in 
Egypt explained, can keep you alive. 

Having spent two days learning to scuba¬ 
dive among the colourful reefs of the Gulf of 
Aqaba, northern Egypt, dive-master John 
decided we were now ready for a deep dive. 

“This site is called the Blue Hole,” he says. 
“There’s nothing to worry about, although the 
start involves going upside down through a 
tunnel.” 

Wishing myself back to our five-star hotel Le 
Meridien Dahab - a cool breath of modem lux¬ 
ury just a few miles away - I took a deep 
breath. Then remembered I’m not supposed to 
do that. For newcomers, the initial stages of 
learning to dive can test your nerves and 
patience. 

Your first day will be spent kneeling under¬ 
water in a cold swimming pool, wearing fins 
and strapped to an oxygen tank.

As you are repeatedly asked to fill your face- 
mask with water, forced to remove your oxy¬ 
gen supply and told off for crashing while 
attempting not to shoot to the surface, you 
may find yourself questioning your choice of 
holiday activity. 

Particularly when just metres away other 
guests are being served cocktails by the wait¬ 
ers and revelling in a delightfully temperate 
climate. Yet I made it through those testing 
times and, the worst over, our dive-master 
takes us on a tour of the coral. 

Pointing out various fish, he keeps making a 


strange hand signal which I eventually realise 
means “sea turtle”. Spotting one is an 
unworldly experience and I realise how lucky 
I am to be there. 

Our group stops to stare into dark holes, 
where fishy eyes peer back out of the gloom, 
before swimming through tiny clouds of bright 
blue fishes, teased out of their hideouts. The 
coral is in beautiful condition and home to a 
range of fish, including cleaner wrasse which 
swim into the mouth of our fun-loving dive- 
master. 

Our hotel, Le Meridien Dahab, is on the out¬ 
skirts of the former Bedouin village of Dahab, 
40 miles from Sharm El Sheikh. 

Dominated by a long strip of shops, bars and 
restaurants, there’s still no way to avoid the 
‘hard sell’ typical of Egypt, but the overall 
atmosphere of the town is hippy rather than 
commercial. 

Bedouin-style cafe and bars, where you sit 
on cushions sipping a drink and looking out to 
sea, are hard to beat after a day in the sea. 
Saying that, guests of Le Meridien are gen¬ 
uinely hard-pressed to find a reason to leave 
their hotel. On a long curve of land overlooking 
the sea away from the town, the complex 
boasts a PADI National Geographic dive cen¬ 
tre, windsurf centre, kids’ club, fitness centre, 
tennis courts, three restaurants, five pools, a 
spa, as well as a beautiful beach.

ANY show which pits high-profile 
politicians with some of the least 
well-off in society is bound to be 
must-watch television.

Eco show homes offer 
glimpse of the future 

UP TO £60 million has been earmarked 
by the Government to finance the build¬ 
ing of 600 eco show homes. 

Housing minister John Healey said 
funds would be allocated 
to the country’s biggest 
ever green home- 
building pro¬ 
gramme across 
four loca¬ 
tions. 

It is 
intend¬ 
ed to pro¬ 
vide green 
living for 
2,000 people, 
with almost 
a third of 
the homes to 
be afford¬ 
able. 

As part of the schemes, new energy 
projects will be set up so residents take 
their energy from natural sources, and a 
low-carbon sixth form will be developed 
for schools. 

Mr Healey said: "This is the start of 
the country’s biggest ever eco home 
building programme. As a first step, 600 
will be built in these four areas - most 
will be for sale but some will be perma¬ 
nent show homes. 

“By 2016 there will be 10,000 eco 
homes in these four pioneering areas. 

“This means people will be able to 
experience green living for themselves 
and see how it can change their lives and 
save money.” 



Retro-fitting efficiency 
trend 'is irreversible' 

CLIMATE Change Capital, the low car¬ 
bon asset manager, has completed the 
fundraising for its first fund with £69 
million of equity. 

The Climate Change Property Fund 
focuses on retro-fitting buildings in cities 
achieve improved sustainability and 
reduce operating costs. 

The fund is 40 per cent invested with 
existing assets. Further investments are 
under consideration. 

“Investors are becoming increasingly 
aware of how the future regulatory land¬ 
scape will look and are acting according¬ 
ly,” said Tim Mockett, joint founder part¬ 
ner of the fund. 

“The trend to more energy efficient 
buildings, driven by legislation and the 
wishes of occupiers and investors, is irre¬ 
versible.” 



Inconvenient truth for 
opponents is that 'HIPs 
are good for market'

THE Association of Home 
Information Pack Providers 
(AHIPP) has claimed that Home 
Information Packs (HIPs) are ben¬ 
efiting the housing market. 

The Government introduced HIPs with the 
aim of speeding up the home buying and sell¬ 
ing process. 

However, the controversial packs have been 
branded a waste of time by critics and can cost 
between £200 and £400. 

HIPs were introduced in August 2007 and 
many believe they have contributed to the fall 
in house prices, with estate agents frequently 
calling on the Government to review the 
packs. 

However, a report from Connells Survey and 
Valuation has led AHIPP, the body that repre¬ 
sents HIP companies, to claim HIPs have not 
hindered the housing market. 

Tireless 

Ross Bowen, managing director of Connells 
Survey and Valuation, said there was nine per 
cent more valuations in January compared 
with the same month last year. 

Mr Bowen said it was the fifth month in a 
row monthly valuations activity was higher 
than that of the same month in the previous 
year. 

Mike Ockenden, director general of AHIPP, 
said: “the report clearly negates claims that 
the property market is in any way adversely 
affected by HIPs.” 

He added: “We will work tirelessly in the 
coming months to ensure the truth about 
HIPs and their role in the buying and selling

process is getting to the people that count - 
the British electorate.” 

Shadow housing minister Grant Shapps has 
been negative about the packs and blamed 
them for slowing the property market. 

If the Conservative party wins the next gen¬ 
eral election, it has pledged to scrap the packs 
within weeks of coming to power. 

Many industry bodies, in particular the 
National Association of Estate Agents which 
has been against the packs since day one, have 
claimed they were a “failure” and “costly and 
unnecessary”. 


Mr Ockenden said: “Grant Shapps has con¬ 
sistently blamed HIPs for stifling the property 
market but as yet another set of statistics 
show, this simply isn’t the case. 

In reality, HIPs have enabled buyers and 
sellers to complete on the purchase and sale of 
properties more quickly, with greater assur¬ 
ance and less stress and cost. 

“Many of our members report that home 
sales complete routinely within 30 days when 
an ‘exchange ready’ HIP is used and it is about 
time that this message rather than political 
spin is put in the public domain.” 


Stamp duty structural change welcomed 


THE Government has published a consulta¬ 
tion document - Investment in the UK Private 
Rented Sector - which indicates that stamp 
duty concessions could be introduced to 
encourage institutional investors to become 
landlords. 

Ministers see private rental accommodation 
as playing “a critical role within the housing 
system” and are also looking at the possibility 
of using real estate investment trusts (cur¬ 


rently the domain of commercial property 
investors) to encourage investment by big 
players. Aviva and Legal & General are 
already understood to be interested in expand¬ 
ing into the private rented sector and the 
Homes and Communities Agency is known to 
be seeking out other institutional investors for 
large-scale projects. 

Meanwhile, the Association of Residential 
Letting Agents has welcomed the consulta¬ 


tion. Spokesman Ian Potter said: ‘We have long 
been campaigning for a change in stamp duty 
as it has a prohibitive impact on the private 
rented sector, so are pleased the Government 
is taking heed of our recommendations. 

“A change to the structure of stamp duty 
would encourage vital investment into bulk 
portfolios, helping a part of the housing sector 
that is going to be pivotal to that sector’s recov¬ 
ery.”

We borrowed a 95bhp 1.4-litre petrol model 
from Wilmoths Citroen at Park Wood, 
Maidstone, the most junior engine yet lively 
enough for the newcomer and quiet on the 
motorway.

There is also lots of stowage bins and space 
and the glassy cabin can be enhanced by 
a panoramic roof - something of a Picasso 
speciality. 

Add this to a high driving position and min¬ 
imal body roll in comers and you are inclined 
to forgive slightly vague steering.

AFTER one of his most successful sea¬ 
sons for Kent, Geraint Jones insists he 
won’t be curbing his attacking instincts 
when he goes out to bat against Division 
One bowlers this summer. 

The wicket 

keeper/batsman was 
a revelation at num¬ 
ber three in the Kent 
batting order in 
championship cricket 
last summer, scoring 
1,291 runs at 51.64 
which included five 
hundreds and the 
same number of 50s. 

The 33-year-old 
counter-attacked 
whether he went in 
first wicket down 
with Kent struggling 
on 2 for 1 or 100 for 
1, displaying the sort of form from his 
early days with the county, and which 
later made him a permanent fixture in 
the England side. 

He was also named Kent Player of the 
Year last summer and is believed to have 
been close to a recall to the England set¬ 
up during the winter tour to South Africa.

CARETAKER boss Peter Nott says 
his first objective while in charge of 
Maidstone United is to ensure the 
club avoids relegation. 

Nott was appointed caretaker boss of the 
Ryman Premier League club last week, follow¬ 
ing the shock departure of joint-managers 
Alan Walker and Lloyd Hume. Although he 
has been quickly drafted into the role, he is 
clear on his objectives while in charge.

CROSS-COUNTRY 


MEDWAY & Maidstone Athletic Club’s Mike 
Coleman was denied a seventh consecutive 
Kent Cross Country title after losing out in a 
dramatic sprint finish. 

The championships held at Detling Hill, 
near Maidstone, on Saturday welcomed ath¬ 
letes from across the county to compete for 
the coveted crown. 

The senior men’s race was closely fought 
between six-time champion Coleman and 
Cambridge Harriers runner Dean Lacey. 

Lacey and Coleman dominated the race 
and by the end of the 12,400-metre course 
they were locked together. However, the 31- 
year-old reigning champion was unable to 
match Lacey’s sprint finish, leaving him 
crossing the line in second place with a time 
of 39 minutes and 21 seconds. It is the first 
time Coleman has been beaten at Detling 
Hill since 2003. 

In the senior men’s team event, Medway & 
Maidstone finished second behind Tonbridge 
Athletic Club in the first six to score event, 
while in the first 12 runners to score compe¬ 
tition, Medway & Maidstone topped the table 
ahead of rivals Tonbridge. 

While Coleman suffered the disappoint¬ 
ment of losing his six-year reign as Kent 
Cross Country champion, Natalie Gray 
ensured Medway & Maidstone had some¬ 
thing to celebrate by defending her senior 
women’s crown. 

The 21-year-old, who helped Great Britain 
under-23s to gold at the European Cross 
Country Championships in December, com-

pleted the 7,200m course in 24 minutes and 
43 seconds. She finished a full 50 seconds in 
front of her nearest challenger Bryony 
Proctor from Blackheath & Bromley 
Harriers. Tonbridge’s Deirdre McDermot 
clinched the final podium spot in third place. 

Bernadette Harrop was the next Medway 
& Maidstone runner to cross the finish line 
in 16th spot.

Walker's exit marks 
the end of an era 

ALAN Walker’s departure from Maidstone 
United marked the end of an association 
with the club spanning three decades. 

Walker, who left the club along with joint 
boss Lloyd Hume last week, first played 
against the Stones when he was with 
Telford, but wrote his name into club folk¬ 
lore on Boxing Day 1989, when, as 
Gillingham captain, he knocked himself 
unconscious scoring a consolation goal in 
the first ever Kent derby in the Football 
League. 

With Gillingham trailing Maidstone 2-0 
in injury time, Walker hurled himself at a 
cross and scored but smashed his head into 
the upright, a typically brave act by a gran¬ 
ite-hard player who inspired fierce loyalty. 

When Hume was named Maidstone man¬ 
ager in 2004 it was a transparent way of 
getting around Kent League rules that pre¬ 
vented Walker, a KCFA employee, from offi¬ 
cially taking the role. 

Yet by the time the duo had won promo¬ 
tion to the Ryman League, an increasingly 
confident Hume wanted an even footing 
and the pair were named joint-managers 
for 2006/2007, when they won Ryman 
Division One South at the first attempt. 

However, in the summer of 2007 Walker 
suffered a freak spinal injury while heading 
a ball during a coaching session in Belfast. 

Although surgeons considered his recov¬ 
ery “astonishing,” for a man who played well 
into his 40s, the injury was devastating. 

Although he returned to co-manage the 
side with Hume, for the first time this sea¬ 
son the team looked less then the sum of its 
parts. 

Walker was unavailable for comment, but 
Hume said the duo had left on good terms. 

“I’ve never been at a club for as long as 
this so it will be hard to leave it,” he said. “I 
think for me my highlight was winning pro¬ 
motion to the Ryman Premier at the first 
time of asking. It was a great season and I 
enjoyed every minute of it. 

“I’ve worked with Alan for a long time and 
I would like to work alongside him at anoth¬ 
er club if the chance arose. I think during 
our time together at Maidstone we have 
proved that having joint managers works.”
